short of it! 


This 'let me say to the middlemen 
of every sort, whether they are ha idl- 
ing our foodstuffs or our raw materi- 
als of manufacture, or the products ol 
our mills and factories: Tiie tyes ol 
the country will be especially upon 
you. 
This is you opportunity "for sig- 
nal service, efficient and disinterested 
The country exports you, as it expsctg 
all others, to forego unusual profits, 
to organize and expedite shipments oj 
supplies of every kind; but especially 
of food, with an eye to the service you 
arc rendering and in the spirit of those 
who enlist in the ranks, for their peo- 
ple, not for themselves. I shall con- 
fidently expect you to deserve and w^n 
the confidence ot people of every sort 
and station. 


To the men who run the railways 
of the country, whether tney be man- 
agers or operative employes, let me 
say that the railways are the arteries 
of the nation's life and that upon them 
rests the immense responsloility ot 
seeing to it that those arties suffer 
no obstruction of any kind, no ineffi- 
ciency or slackened power. 
To the merchant let me suggest the 
motto: "Small profits and quick serv- 
ice;" and 
to 
the 
shipbuilder the 
thought that the life of the day de- 
pends upon him. 
The food and the 
war supplies must be carried across 
the seas, no matter how many ships 
are sent to the bottom. The places ot 
those that go down must bo supplied 
and supplied at once. ' To the miner, 
let mo say, that he stands where the 
farmer does. The work of the woild 
waits on him. If he slackens or fills, 
armies and statesmen are helpless. 
He also is enlisted in tlie great serv- 
ice army. 


The manufacturer dees not need to 


bo told. 1 hope, that the nation lo^ks 
to him to speed and perfect every 
process; and 1 wa'it cu!y to remind 
nls employes that their seivice is ab- 
iolutely imlispens-.ble and is counted 
on by everv man wno loves ihe coun- 
try and its liberties. 


Let me suggest also that every cne 


who creale.s or riiiltivates a garden 
helps, and helps groitiy, to solva the 
problem cf the feeding or tue nations; 
and that every housewife who prac- 
tices strict economy pma herself in tne 
rail); of t!:o.so wno so/vo tha naJcu.

In the hope that this statement of 
the needs ot the nation and of the 
world in this hour of supreme crisis 
may stimulate those to whom it comes

possible to this appeal. 
I venture to 
suggest also to advertising agencies 
that they would, perhaps, lender a 
very substantial! and timely service to 
the country ir they would give it wide- 
spread repetition.

My Fellow-Countrymen:

which has shaken the world, creates so 
many problems of national life and ac­ 
tion wnich call for immediate consid­ 
eration and settlement that I hope you 
will permit mo to address to >ou a 
few words of earnest counscsl and ap­ 
peal with regard to them. 
Fight for Rights of Mankind. 
We are rapidly putting our navy up­ 
on an effective war footing ami are 
about to create and equip a groat ar­ 
my, but these are the simplest parts 
of the great task to wnich wo nave 
addressed ourselves.

In the land of the sphinx 


and the pyramids was the cradle of 
emancipated womanhood, where inater- 
famillas ruled her willing household 
with despotic sway—a fair and beuev 
Dlent despotism but none the less ty 
rannical, borrowing her smug author- 
ity from the mothergoddess Isis, the 
indomitable and supreme. 


In ancient times the influence of 


the Egyptian wife extended far be- 
yond the domain of the family dwel- 
ling, for she was mistress of the 
storerooms, the granaries, and all the 
provisions': "Mistress of the Seals," 
"Mistress of the Linens," "Mistress of 
the Khetcmu," the sealed rooms. All 
the doors, boxes and jars of the. house- 
hold were elaborately sealed and un- 
der her sole supervision. This, it is 
said, accounts for the great number of 
scarab seals found by the side of fe- 
males in mummy cases. 


In this capacity as supreme arbi- 


ter of the household and Its appur- 
tenances, - on the , wedding .day 
the 


Egyptian woman's lord, but uot her 
master, presented her with a little 
string of seals which she wore like 
a bunch of keys. At first tlie jewels 
were suspended from a string hung 
about her neck. Then she wore them 
on a cord or string tied around her 
wrist, and later, for greater security, 
they were attached to the finger by :i 
string or a wire. This wire Is said 
to be the direct forbear of the signet 
ring and of the wedding ring. 


With the advent of locks these seals 


gave way to keys, and the husband 
ceremoniously presented his mistress 
with the keys of Hie household or es- 
tate on a ring. These becoming too 
cumbersome or uncomfortable, a plain 
metal band was given with the keys. 


Says Cicero: "The key was given 


to the bride on entering her home to 
signify that she was appointed mis- 
tress—materfaiiiiiias—of the house— 
in fact, to be used by her to lock up 
her storeroom, a ad in case of divorce 
was taken away."

Eleven Freight Cars 


Piled Up at Fairfield 


A broken flange on one of the wheels of 


a freight car of a big thru freight train, 
running rapidly down grade, was the cause 
of a pile-up on the Western Maryland at 
the farm of Joseph Musselman a short dis- 
tance west of Fairfield station on Thurs- 
day morning.

Beck, who was ill with pleurisy, got out of 
bed, hurried down stairs and dragged her 
husband out of reach, of the fire, tho not 
before his foot was badly burned. Neigh- 
bors were aroused and succeeded in extin- 
guishing the fire before much* damage was 
done. Dr. and Mrs. Beck were taken to 
St. Agnes' hospital, Baltimore, by Dr. S. 
B Thomas, for surgical treatment.

Among Indians of the 


Northwest. 


Pendleton, Ore.—Ancient supersti- 


tions of Northwestern Indians have 
not been eradicated by contact with 
civilization. The death here recently 
of Chief No Shirt (Sis-ma-ke-na) of 
the Walla Wallas showed the ancient 
traditions and beliefs of his forefa- 
thers still live. In his last illness tin- 
old chief steadfastly refused to be 
treated by a white physician. 


All Indians of the 
Northwestern 


tribes at one time were believers in 
animism—that is, they endowed all 
animals and inanimate things with 
souls or spirits, which were not in- 
separable from the objects to which 
they belonged. Whenever an Indian 
boy was born he was given a "weye- 
kin," that is, the spirit of some ani- 
mal, 
bird, fish, insect or serpent \\as 


selected to shape his destiny and 
guard his life. The animal from which 
ho derived his "weyekin" was sacrod 
to him forever. 
Through his "woyo- 


kin" the old Indian believed it pos- 
sible for him to work evil upon an- 
other person, providing his "weyekin" 
was more powerful than the "weye- 
kin" of his enemy. 


Cast Evil Spell Over Chief. 


Old Chief No Shirt believed She-low- 


be-tammy, through his "weyekin." had 
cast an evil spell over the chief. His 
own "ueyekin" was not strong enough 
to o\,>m>mo that of the medicine man 
nnd he told his people that unless Sho- 
low-he-tammy withdrew his "weyekin"' 
their chief must die. 


The medicine man is thought to 


have superior ability in the control of 
his "woyokin" and in getting its assis- 
tance. He evokes the aid of his "wojo- 
kin" by tom-toms and other weird 
moans and projects his evil thoughts 
through his "woyokin" into his victim. 


Rhe-low-he-tammy, who is known 


familiarly among his tribesmen as 
Dr. Shaui-mook and among the whites 
as Big Jim, is one of tho last of the 
old medicine men on tho reservation. 


The death of Chief No Shirt re- 


moved from tho reservation one of the 
most influential Indians in tho West, 
and the last of the old-time chiefs. 


Stuck to Things of Past. 


No Shirt was the leader of the fac- 


tion that adhered to things of the past.

Only Clever, Practiced ringers of Girls 


and Women Long Trained in Work 


Get Desired Results. 


It appears that for pearl stringing 


no machinery bus yet been devised to 
take the place of clever, practiced 
fingers. The pearl-stringers are, for 
the most part, girls and women; nnd 
generally they have learned their skill 
from other and older members of the 
family long engaged in the work. 


Good light is one of the essential 


needs of the pearl-stringer, especially 
when she is employed in making or 
repairing pearl ornaments. 
All beads 


must be arranged according to size, 
and then, separately, and most care- 
fully, sewn into place on their dainty 
framework. 
For example, if the de- 


sign be that of a flower or a leaf, the 
skill lies in graduating from the larg- 
est pearl to the small one that touches 
the extreme point. 


Only the finest silk is employed for 


stringing the finest pearls. 
Great 


beads, round and shiny, unmistakably 
artificial, and with no more luster 
than white marbles, may be allowed to 
hang together on catgut, but "orients" 
must be threaded, "pearl kissing pearl," 
on silken strands worthy of their 
shape and "skin." 


The art of the stringer lies in the 


apparently simple manner of tying the 
knot that attaches the snap. 
Some- 


times also she has to make a knot be- 
tween bead and bead, an operation 
that adds to the length of the necklace, 
but detracts from the beauty of the 
line of pearls. The knack of making 
this tiny knot will perhaps be ac- 
quired by the novice only1 after a year's 
practice; and the perfect hang of the 
beads, neither too loose nor too tight, 
depends upon this little knot. 


There is no needle fine enough for 


threading small seed pearls; so the 
stringer raakes her own from a bit of 
wire as thin as a hair.~ She arranges 
her pearls, if they are of different 
sizes, on a grooved board covered with 
billiard-table cloth, any other material, 
such as a green baize, being much too 
coarse. 


The work of the pearl-stringer is so 


little known that it is doubtful wheth- 
er one in a thousand women who stop

HIS HONOR, THE WALL-EYED PIKE 


My Dear Buck: 


Right at the start, old man, I must 


tell you that the wall-eyed pike is liv- 
ing under an assumed name, his real 
monicker is pike-perch, but the boys 
have sort of acquired the habit of 
calling him wall-eyed pike, and so we 
leave it go at that. Fact is, however, 
he is also known as the Jack-salmon, 
glass-eye pike, yellow pike, and blue 
pike. He probably fell heir to these 
names on account of his habit of 
bumming around, making no particu- 
lar spot his home. 
After he fathers 


his spring family of. from one to two 
hundred thousand husky youngsters, 
and the little pikers have learned to 
wag their tails he leaves home and 
hikes out on a. still hunt for food, as 
he is always hungry, having the repu- 
tation of being the heaviest eater of 
the fresh-water fish. He lives almost 
entirely on other live fish, and often 
eats his own progeny to satisfy his 
lust for food. 


Where you find the vrall-eyed in 


good numbers one day, does not guar- 
antee that they will congregate there 
the next. 
There is no dope on his 


route and he has no schedule. 
At 


times he frequents the very flecp 
pools and the next day he may be 
lying off a shoal or sandbar. In no 
matter what depths of water you lo- 
cate him, however, you will find that 
he is close to the bottom. 


Wall-Eye Travels in Schools. 


He can be coaxed into the creel with 


live bait such as mud minnows, chubs, 
shiners or small white-bellied frogs, 
or you can use an underwater plug 
weighted with a sinker or troll with 
a spoon. The wall-eyed seldom trav- 
els single, invariably they run in 
schools, a. habit acquired no doubt 
from fear -that he may miss a feed. 
Where you catch one, you can figure 
on more fish from the same spot un- 
til they hustle off to locate better 
feeding grounds. 
This hungry feel- 


ing, Buck, makes him a great little 
biter, which feeling has made him 
a boon to the fisherman who can 
always count on "bringing home the 
bacon" if he locates a pike feeding 
ground. 


In the rivers he hangs out below 


rapids, dams and log jams, where the 
current is swift, gorging on the min- 
nows, which are easy prey as they are 
tired out with their battle with the. 
swift waters. This is a fine place 
to cast for him, using live or artificial 
bait with a fair-sized dipsey sinker to 
take the bait down deep in the water. 
He also has a fancy for sandbars in 
the rivers and wading along a bar, 
casting on both sides, brings good 
results. 


Troll for Him in Lakes. 


In the lakes you will be more suc- 


cessful in trolling for the wall-eye. 
Live bait, plug or a spoon with a buck- 
tail gang hook makes an attractive 
lure for him. Use your bait-casting 
rod with a trolling tip to add strength 
and reel out about a hundred feet of 
line. 
Don't make the common mis- 


take of moving the boat too speedily; 
just go along fast enough to keep the 
bait moving, about one and a half miles 
an hour is right. 
When you get a 


strike you will notice the difference 
between the action of a bass and a 
wall-eyed pike. The pike will give a 
firm and decided tug at the line, he 
will not dash away with the bait, right 
then is the time to strike with a 
strong, quick jerk, as the large amount 
of line out makes this necessary. 
Buck, if that wall-eye is a. ten or fif- 
teen pounder, you are due to have as 
game a piece of "fish work" on your 
hands as you could wish for. 


Caught a Big One Accident!/. 


Last summer I was actually forced 


by accident to land a twelve and a half 
pound wall-eyed pike, and the way this 
happened illustrates tlie fact that one 
must study the action of the different 
fish, especially the manner in which 
they take bait. It was one of the hot- 
test days in July when Charley and I 
were crossing Black lake in northern 
Wisconsin, so hot, in. fact, that I 
only put a line out after old Henry 
< 


the local fishing expert Insisted that 
he hated to waste a minute on the 
water. We were In about thirty feet 
of water when my reel began to sing, 
there was no other action, and after 
striking, Hen paddled back, thinking 
I was snagged. Charley, ran his hand 
along the line and gave it a Jerk to 
loosen it, and right then things sure 
opened up. Splash out of tha water, at 
the side of the canoe, flashed the pike, 
and down again to the bottom. 
It 


was some sport with a light rod, a tea- 
pound test bass line, and a husky 
wall-eye. Three times I brought him 
up - to the canoe, fighting back and 
forth without any long runs, but a 
continuous bunch of snappy jerks fol- 
lowed by dives to the bottom, before 
Hfca could guff him.

It is fair to presume that when a "Commiasion on Temperance," of an association of laymen 
under the title of Federal Council of Churches, shall have been misled into making a report 
of FALLACIES through the press, that it would not be unwelcome if substantiated FACTS 
and figures were submitted to show the misinformation that had been given the public.

This FALLACY was exposed in the annual report of 
Comptroller Prendergast, of New York, who stated that only 8 per cent, of every $100 of 
that city's taxes goes to support the police (only in small part serving against criminality) 
and less than i per cent used to maintain penitentiaries and other prisons. (4) That alco- 
holism is tiio chief cause of insanity? The FALLACY of this may be learned in Bulletin 
119 of the U. S. Census, which shows that 24 States in the Union had a lower ratio of in- 
sane thin Prohibition Kansas; that in alcoholic psychosis the insane record of "dry" Kansas 
\v_s vrcrss than that of 19 other States, 14 of *hich had licensed saloons. (5) That if cap- 
ital tow invested in liquor industries were exploited in other business enterprises the money 
v/culd give employment to four toes as many wage earners.

SIZING PEARLS ART 


No Machine Yet Devised to String 
Gems Properly. 
i 


Only Clever, Practiced Fingers of Girl« 
and Women Long Trained in Work 
Get Desired Results. 


It appears that for pearl stringing 
no machinery has yet been devised to 
take the place of clever, 
practiced 
fingers. 
The pearl-stringers are, for 
the most part, girls and women ; and 
generally they have learned their skill 
from other and older members of thè 
family long engaged in the work. 
Good light is one of the essential 
needs of the pearl-stringer, especially 
when she is employed in making or 
repairing pearl ornaments. All beads 
must be arranged according to size, 
and then, separately, and most enre- 
fully, sewn into place on their dainty 
framework. 
For example, if the de­ 
sign be that of a flower or a leaf, the 
skill lies in graduating from the larg­ 
est pearl to the small one that touches 
the extreme point. 
Only the finest silk is employed for 
stringing the finest pearls. 
Great 
beads, round and shiny, unmistakably 
artificial, and with no more luster 
than white marbles, may be allowed to 
hang together on catgut, but “orients” 
must be threaded, “pearl kissingpearl,” 
on silken strands worthy of their 
shape and “skin.” 
The art of the stringer lies in the 
apparently simple manner of tying the

on more fish from the same spot un­ 
til they hustle off to locate better 
feeding grounds. 
This hungry feel­ 
ing, Buck, makes him a great little 
biter, which feeling has made him 
a boon to the fisherman who can 
always count on “bringing home the 
bacon” if he locates a pike feeding 
ground. 
In the rivers he hangs out below 
rapids, dams and log jams, where the 
current is swift, gorging on the min­ 
nows, which are easy prey as they are 
tired out with their battle with the« 
swift waters. 
This is a fine place 
to cast for him, using live or artificial 
bait with a fair-sized dipsey sinker to 
take the bait down deep in the water. 
He also has a fancy for sandbars in 
the rivers and wading along a bar, 
casting on both sides, brings good 
results. 
Troll for Him in Lakes. 
In the lakes you will be more suc­ 
cessful in trolling for the wall-eye. 
Live bait, plug or a spoon with a buck- 
tail gang hook makes an attractive 
lure for him. Use your bait-casting 
rod with a trolling tip to add strength 
and reel out about a hundred feet of 
line. 
Don’t make the common mis­ 
take of moving the boat too speedily; 
just go along fast enough to keep the 
bait moving, about one and a half mile» 
an hour is right. 
When you get a 
strike you will notice the difference 
between the action of a bass and a 
wall-eyed pike. 
The pike will give a 
firm and decided tug at the line, he 
will not dash away with the bait, right 
then is the time to strike with a 
strong, quick jerk, as the large amount 
of line out makes this necessary. 
Buck, if that wall-eye is a ten or fif­ 
teen pounder, you are duo to have as 
game a piece of “fish work” on your 
hands as you could wish for. 
Caught a Big One Accidently. 
L-ast summer I was actually forced 
by accident to land a twelve and a half 
pound wall-eyed pike, and the way this 
happened illustrates the fact that one 
must study the action of the different 
fish, especially the manner in which 
they take bait. 
It was one of the hot­ 
test days in July when Charley and I 
were crossing Black lake in northern 
Wisoonsin, so hot, in fact, tlnX I 
only put a line out after old Henry J 
the Jocal fishing oxpert insisted that 
he hated to waste a minute on the 
water. We were in about thirty feet 
of water when my reel began to sing, 
there was no other action, and after 
striking, Hen paddled back, thinking 
I was snagged. Charley ran his hand 
along the line and gave it a jerk to 
. loosen it, and right then things sure 
j opened up. Splash out of the water, at 
the side of the canoe, flashed the pike, 
I and down again to the bottom.

was some sport with a light rod, a ten- 
pound test bass Jine, and a hrsky 
wall-eye. Three times I brought him 
up to the canoe, fighting back and 
forth without any long runs, fcut a 
continuous bunch of snappy jerks fol­ 
lowed by diyes to the bottom, before

It is fair to presume that when a “Commission on Temperance,’* of an association of laymen 
| 
under the title of Federal Council of Churches, shall have been misled into making a report

In Six Years He Was Well Off 


An Alberta farmer, who had bor- 


rowed from a loan company, In re- 
mitting to them the last payment on 
his mortgage, decided to give them the 
history of- his experience, on a Mani- 
toba farm. It was that of many anoth- 
er farmer, and for the benefit of those 
who contemplate a change the liberty 
Is taken of reproducing it. 


"I will give you here a brief sum- 


mary of my experience since coming 
here six years ago. I was a new hand 
at farming, my trade being meat-cut- 
ting and butchering. My capital was 
$400, which was a first payment on 
my quarter section (160 acres). Most 
of my stock, harness, implements, etc., 
were bought at sales, all "on time," 
necessarily. The buildings on the place 
were about as good as nothing and had 
either to be rebuilt or replaced entirely. 
There were 26 acres broken, and very 
badly farmed, bringing poor returns 
the first year." 
After mentioning a 


number of mischances, he says: "In 
spite of all these drawbacks, I have 
done well. I consider my farm worth 
$3,500 to $4,000. I have four head of 
horses, 12 of cattle, over 400 purebred 
Buff Orpington chickens and 125 tur- 
keys, besides implements, harness, etc., 
to run my place. I have a well 170 
feet deep with an inexhaustible supply 
of water. The well with pump cost 
me $400. I have built a $125 chicken 
bouse and put up nearly $50 worth of 
poultry fencing; have built root cellars 
to hold over 3,000 bushels of potatoes 
and other vegetables. As to Income, I 
raise about ten acres of garden and 
roots annually which net from $600 to 
$1,000 total. 
I generally sell from 


20 to 40 tons timothy hay which brings 
from $6 to $14 per ton. My grain Is 
most all used on the farm except a 
few hundred bushels sold to the neigh- 
bors for seed. My four milk cows bring' 
In from $50 to $80 each (counting calf). 
Last year 80 hens laid 600 dozen eggs 
which averaged more than 25 cents a 
dozen (I always work for winter egg 
production). The surplus hens were 
«old in spring, dressed at $1 each. My 
turkeys average $2.50 each in fall. By 
having vegetables to feed my young 
cattle, the tw6-year-old steers bring 
$75 each in spring."—Advertisement

Had ChoUra. 


Hogs sold at the Bale of George Mutter, 


near Two Taverns, Lave been found to be 
suffering from cholera, according to In. 
vt'stlgatore in the case. At least 48 farm- 
ers purchased stock there and in nearly all 
of the stock, the disease baa been found. 
The infection ia believed to have been 
brought to the Wotter farm by bidders 
from localities in which the disease exist- 
ed, a number from these districts in York 
county being known to have attended the 
sale. The Motter stock was inspected a 
few days before the sale and was found to 
be free from the disease. Mr. Motter him- 
self retained 12 hogs and all of them show- 
ed signs of sickness a few days later. 
Some of them died and others were saved 
by vaccination 
Dr E. D Hudson, rep- 


resenting the State Live Stock Sanitary 
Board, summoned Dr. Harry McNeal, 
from headquarters and they are vaccinat- 
ing hogs about Bonneauville and Two 
Taverns. Some of the animals were tak- 
en into York county and other veterina- 
rians are carrying on the campaign there 
in an effort to stamp it out before it gets 
a greater foothold. A number of the hogs 
arc- unknown, and the disease may become 
widespread. Individual farms are being 
quarantined and if there is any further 
spread, it is likely that townships will have 
restrictions placed upon them.

nidnig'it and six o'clos-k in the morning 
on week days. 


All pool rooms, billiard rooms and ten 


j»in alleys thall be conducted in an order- 
ly manner and shill he subject to the in- 
spection of the police officer or officers of 
the borough. 


No pool room, billiard room or ten pin 


allev shall be opened, run, operated or 
rased except upon the payment ot a li- 
cense fee ot" Fhe Dollars, to he paid into 
the borough treasun, and if the tow n 
council shall be of the opinion that any 
pool room, billiard room or ten pin_alley 
IK conducted contrary to the provisions 
of this ordinance they may by motion re- 
yoke the license granted 


SECTION 2.—Any person or persons, 


firms or corporations Molating the provi- 
sions of this ordinance phall, upon con- 
viction, for each \ lolation, be subject to 
a fine or penalty ot not less than Five 
Dollars, ormoie than Ten Dollars, with 
vosts; Upon default of the payment of 
the f ne and penaltv imposed and co<*ts 
the defendant shall be sentenced and 
4»mmitt)ed to the ]'«orough Lockup tor a 
period not exceeding Twenty-four hours 
or to the county jail not exceeding Thir- 
ty days.

An Alberta farmer, who had bor­ 
rowed from a loan company, In re­ 
mitting to them the last payment on 
his mortgage, decided to give them the 
history of* his experience, on a Mani­ 
toba farm. It was that of many anoth­ 
er farmer, and for the benefit of those 
who contemplate a change the liberty 
is taken of reproducing it, 
“I will give you here a brief sum­ 
mary of my experience since coming 
here six years ago.

Last year 80 hens laid 600 dozen eggs 
which averaged more than 25 cents a 
dozen (I always work for winter egg 
production). 
The surplus hens were 
gold in spring, dressed at $1 each. My 
turkeys average $2.50 each in fall. By 
having vegetables to feed my young 
cattle, the two-year-old steers bring 
$75 each in spring.”—Advertisement.

Uio infection is believed to have been 
brought to the AJotter farm by bidders 
from localities in which the disease exist­ 
ed! a number from these districts in York 
county being known to have attended the 
sale. The Motter stock was inspected a 
few days before I he sale and was found to 
be free from the disease. Mr. Motter him­ 
self retained 12 hogs and all of them show­ 
ed signs of sickness a few da}rs later. 
Home of them died and others were saved 
by vaccination. 
Dr E. D Hudson, rep­ 
resenting the State Live Stock Sanitary 
Board, summoned Dr. Harry McNeal, 
from headquarters and they are vaccinat­ 
ing hogs about Bonneauville and Two 
Taverns. Some of the animals were tak­ 
en into York county and other veterina­ 
rians are carrying on the campaign there 
in an effort to stamp it out before it gets 
a greater foothold. A number of the hogs 
are unknown, and the disease may become 
widespread. Individual farms are being 
quarantined and if there is any further 
spread, it is likely that townships will have 
restrictions placed upon them.

AN ORDINANCE 
Regulating and Licensing and Fixing the 
time for Opening and Closing of Pool 
Rooms, Billiard Rooms and Ten Pin 
Alleys in the Borough of McSherrys­ 
town, Adams County, Pennsylvania. 
Section 1.—Be it enacted and ordain­ 
ed by the Town Council of the Borough 
■of MeSherrystown, Adams Countv, Penn­ 
sylvania, and it is hereby enacted and or­ 
dained by the authority of the same, 
That from and after the passage of this 
ordinance it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons, firm or corporation to 
arun, operate or keep open any pool room, 
billiard room or ten pin alley within the 
corporate limits of the said Borough of 
McSherrystown, or to permit any pool 
room, billiard room or ten pin alley to 
be opened, used, operated or run under 
their management, ownership or control, 
except under the following regulations 
and upon the payment of the license 
iee prescribed : 
All pool rooms, billiard rooms and ten 
pin alleys shall remain closed and shall 
mot be used on Sunday, and shall not be 
open or used between twelve o’clock 
.at id night and six o’clock in the morning 
on week days. 
All pool rooms, billiard rooms and ten 
pin alleys thall be conducted in an order­ 
ly manner and shull be subject to the in­ 
spection of the police oilicer or ollicers of 
the borough. 
No pool room, billiard room or ten pin 
allev shall be opened, run, operated or 
used except upon the payment of a li- j 
cense fee of Five Dollars, to be paid into 
the borough treasury, nml if llie town 
council shall be of the opinion that any 
pool room, billiard room or ten pin alley 
in conducted contrary to the provisions 
of this ordinance they may by motion re- 
•yoke the license granted. 


S e c t i o n 2.—Any person or persons, 
1irm$ or corporations violating the provi- j 
auons of this ordinance shall, upon con­ 
viction, for each violation, be subject to 
si line or penalty of not less than Five 
Dollars, or more than Ten Dollars, with 
€osts; Upon default of the payment of ’ 
the line and penalty imposed and costs 1 
tho defendant shall be sentenced and 
uominitU'd to the Borough Lockup for a | 
period not exceeding Twenty-four hours 
or to the county jail nut exceeding Thir­ 
ty days.
